Achille I. Picard, resident of N. 
Beach, died Tuesday morning, 
July 26 at 5:30 a.m. in New Or- 
leans. He was 73 years of age. He 
is survived by his widow, Beatrix 
Bahan an adopted son, Leon Pi- 
card Weil and two brothers Henry

Mr. Whitfield is following the 
footsteps of his father who spent 
the greatest part of his life, in 
the logging and saw mill business. 
He started purchasing  cut-over 
lands in 1940 and has adopted the 
policy of geod timber manage- 
ment from the beginning. 

This ownership is scattered in 
small blocks, and fire protection 
is received from the State Forest 
Commission and the good public 
relations existing between Mr. 
Whitfield’s pulpwood cutting 
crews and the farmers in the areas 
where the land is located. Fire- 
lanes have been constructed 
around most of the larger ‘tracts. 
Pulpwood crews are instructed to 
prevent and assist in suppressing 
all forest fires regardless of the 
land ownership. 

Cutting practices on the entire 
ownership are followed from in 
structions by foresters of the In 
ternational Paper Co., who mark 
timber for the Whitfield paper. 
wood crews. The standing rule is 
to leaye the property in an im. 
proved condition following any 
timber cut. 

Mr. Whitfield began planting 
Slash pine in 1940 on' the open 
or vacant spots and has planted 
more than 500 acres of his own 


properties. He has custom planted: 


several thousand acres for neigh: 
boring landowners. 

Improvement cut has been niade 
on small areas. Poles, piling, saw- 
logs, and pulpwood have been 
marked. No record has been kept 
on exact amounts, but the owner 
is highly pleased that the future 
cuts promised to be highly prof- 
itable. He plans to continue to use 
this land for perpetual timber 
crops and leave it to his children 
as an estate they will be proud 
to own.
